Prior to the twelfth century only 
scattered and vague information has 
been obtainable from various sources 
on the development of the tapestry in- 
dustry. From that date on, however, 
we have been given some interesting 
data. To begin with, tapestry wall 
panels served a twofold purpose, for 
not only did they furnish wargnth and 
@ecoration to the cold bleak stone walis 
of castles, cathedrals and monasteries 
of the middle ages but served as rec-: 
ords of important historical events, at 
a time when written records were 
scarce. 

They are usually of tremendous size, 
the average being about twenty by 
thirty feet, for they had to embellish 
rather vast and spacious interiors. It 
was customary to hang . tapestry 
panels around the entire room from 
iron hooks embedded in the masonry 
at the top of thé wall. They hung in 
loose decorative folds and often served 
as an excellent hiding place for an in- 
truding enemy. | 
* About 1100 A. D. Flemish weavers 
began the manufacture of wool tapes- 
tries, and from then on the art spread 
to adjoining countries. Two of the old- 
est tapestries of this era are in the 
cathedral at Halberstadt, Germany. 
The year 1200 A. D. saw France con 
mencing the tapestry industry and at 
the beginning of the Fourteenth cen- 
tury Paris and Arras, a city in the 
south of France, were the chief cen- 
ters of production. It was customary 
then for skilled weavers, or “ tapis- 
siers Were called, to form 
guilds. These guilds were instrumental 
in maintaining the highest standards 
‘of art principles in the Weaving of 
tapestries, particularly those of early

date. 

During. the fifteenth century. Italy 
was contributing her share toward the. 
industry with the aid of imported 
Flemish labor. The designs, however,

were executed by native artists. It is 
interesting to note that many of the 
world’s most famous artists;.such 4s 
Raphael, Peter Paul Rubens, Charles 
Lebrun, Nicolas Poussin, Jean Wat- 
teau, and others made the drawings 
of “cartoons,” for, some of the still 
existent tapestries of fame. The 
“tapissiers” who wove these were 4s 
expert ard skiliful in their craft as 
these artists were in theirs and equaliy 
as renowned, 4 

Raphael was the artist who drew 
the cartoons for the ten famous tapes- 
tries which now hang in the Vatican 
in all their faded beauty. They repre- 
sent subjects taken from the Acts of 
the Apostles and were woven by Peter 
Van Aelst, a celebrated Weaver of 
Brussels, frora silk, wool, and gold. It 
was in 1618 that these panéls were 
completed and brought to Rome tv 
be hung in the Sistine chapel, as 
ordered by Pope Leo X. Several of the 
ten cartoons which inspired . these 
tapestries y be seen today in the 
South Kensington museum in London. 

Though Italy, Spain, England, Ger- 
many and Holland attempted keen 
competition with Flanders in tapestry 
weaving, it was with little success, for 
France supreme in this won- 
derful art over a period of centuries 
as she stil!) does today. ‘The fifteenth 
and sixteenth centuries are often re- 
ferred to as the golden age of tapestry, 
and justly so, for Bruges, Tournal, 
and especially Brussels, were turning 
out tapestry hangings of the highest.
